It was tho 
IuformEnt<s opinion that 'tiiis proposal was mado as a rosiilt of a split 
in tho 'Iron Guardists and that one faction wonted to support King MICHABL.

that tho club only existed on paper pnd that no further action was taken 
to aotivitato this club or to have any further mootings to organise this 
olub.

Italy and forbidden :rartHor entry following accusations of fraud and 
corruption as woll as **dubicus political sontiments"* Ho has also boon 
accused of having dealt in forged passports* 

Ono souroo of unknown rollabili'ly stated that "Prinoo'* 
JHGdlYCEBV was aotuallj^^^SEOV (fhu), former sub-lioutonant of tho 
Soviet iiriny and a prisodor of war in Gonnony during tho war, who hold 
an uncxplainod control over rofugoos and displaood porsons in Italy* 

This souroo addod that in January 1951 MGUilCEQV' hod boon visited in 
Italy hy some 1l9hito Russians who had known tho SNGiaUrCHEJV’ family iutiaataly 
sad who subsogpontly oXaimod ho was an impostor* 

With further roforenoo to MICUDa, ho was aaia tc bavo 
boon a constant associate in Italy of tho so«oallod "Simista" (i*o* 
followors of Iron Guard loader HORId SIHL) and to havo bolongod to tho 
omooutivo oommlttoQ of tho Union of RofUgoo Rumanian Uhivorsi'fy studonts 
in Italy* At the somo time, it is allogod, he was in oontaot writh 
oortain functionaries of tho Rumanian Logation in Romo,, nor dirootly 
but through VIORIGA KITESCU^MLIACORT, a woman with whom at one timo ho 
had maintalnod closo frlondlyS'cl.atioas* 

Confidential Informant Detroit T-3 further stated 
that whilo MICUDa was living in Italy ho was ^ constant foar of running 
into some of his former friends from RumaniW and for that reason frequently 
only *^ lml at" ciroloa* For that reason, tod, he was most anxious to loavo""^ 
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Italy and, f oar log until the last momont that ho might ho rofuood outry 
into tho IJaitod Statos> advised no ono of his doparturo*
